he or she can interact with colleagues in

Last November I was privileged to 
attend one such conference held in 
Anaheim, California. It was the Annual 
Meeting of the Society of Biblical Litera- 
ture — an organization made up of thou- 
sands of biblical scholars of every con- 
ceivable religious background: funda-

scholars of considerable reputation) 
found my interpretation quite convinc- 
ing. Although I did not mention it, I was 
secretly pleased also because my inter- 
pretation supports Reformed eschatology, 
which teaches that the world will not be 
annihilated when Christ returns, but 
instead will be purified. 

I hope now to polish up the paper I 
gave and submit it for publication in a 
scholarly journal. And the next time I am 
up for re-appointment at Redeemer 
College, I hope to point to that paper, 
among other things, as evidence that J am 
doing my job. Because it’s quite true that 
Redeemer College expects quite a lot of 
its professors.

Finally, after years of inhabiting the basement of the local 
CRC league, the Redeemer College men’s hockey team is on 
the way upstairs, True, as the last Reflections so aptly pointed 
out, the Royals did lose their first three OCAA games, but they 
have not been bested in their own league since November 4, 
1985. Not only is this winning streak unprecedented in the 
team’s laborious history, but it has put the Redeemer College 
squad safely in second place and just notches away from first. 

Traditionally, the Royals have had little to boast about. 
Their debut year saw the much-touted “perfect” record of 0- 
24. At the age of two the team didn't experience a lot of 
statistical improvement, but on-ice performance changed 
remarkably. The 1984-85 season witnessed consistent wins, 
but in too few numbers to ensure a seat in the playoffs, This 
season, however, has seen the team explode into champion- 
ship material. 

Admittedly the fall started on a mediocre note, Although 
the opening match was a victory, it was unfortunately 
followed by five straight losses. Says forward Mike Van Gurp 
of this slump: “It was a period of re-adjustment to a new team, 
to new coaches, and to a new system of hockey. Once we 
adjusted there was no looking back, and this year we're 
looking forward to the playoffs.” And indeed, the playoffs are 
more than a mere probability. As of January 25th, the team 
Was Sporting a twelve game unbeaten streak (2 ties, 10 wins), 
and was one point from clinching a berth in the playoffs. 
About the extra pressure usually associated with a winning 
streak, Captain and four-year veteran John Luth has no 
worries. “We're playing one game at a time and not letting the 
streak behind us get on our backs. Everybody's working hard, 
and we're all confident of a playoff position.” 

Let's hope the Royals fulfill their expectations and the 
hopes of the College. If the current trend is a reflection of the 
future, the finals are inevitable. All indications claim the 
record can only improve. Let's go Royals!!!

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Membership Meeting and 
Nominations 


As noted elsewhere in this issue, the 
Board of Governors is proposing to hold 
the Annual Meeting of the supporting 
members of Redeemer College on April 
26, 1986. In preparation for that, the 
Board of Governors must prepare nomi- 
nations to fill vacancies which will occur 
because certain members’ terms on the 
Board will expire. This year the terms of 
John Zantingh, Kees Vreugdenhil, Bruce 
Dykstra, Bill Barneveld, Stiny DeJong, 
Cheryl Buiter and John DeJong will 
expire. 

It is required that three of the above 
seven vacancies be filled by nominees 
from other organizations. To fill the other 
four vacancies, we request that our 
members and supporters submit names 
of qualified candidates to serve on the 
Board of Governors. 

The qualifications to serve on the 
Board of Governors of Redeemer College 
are that the person must be at least 25 
years of age, a member of Redeemer 
College, and a Canadian citizen. 

To further assist the supporting 
members of the College in suggesting 


possible names for nomination, the rele- 
vant by-law sections are quoted below. 


By-law 4.5 


Any supporting member of the College 
may send in to the Board the name or 
names of the supporting members of the 
College which that member would like to 
have included in the nomination list and 
the Board shall have the absolute discre- 
tion of placing any such names on the 
Board’s nomination list to fill vacancies 
under section 4-(2)(D) of the Redeemer 
College Act, 1980. 


By-law 4.6 


The Board, in preparing its nomina- 
tion, shall strive to determine that the 
supporting members being presented for 
Board members, if elected, together with 
the existing Board members in office, 
shall fairly represent the geographical 
distribution of the supporting member- 
ship of the College. 


By-law 4.7 


Board members shall be elected at the 


Annual Meeting of the supporting mem- 
bers of the College. 


By-law 4.8 


Supporting members unable to attend 
the Annual Meeting but who wish to vote 
shall be entitled to cast their signed 
ballots by mail for the election of Board 
members. 


The Board annually appoints a Nomi- 
nating Committee which is charged with 
the responsibility of seeing to it that all 
nominees meet the conditions as out- 
lined above. In addition, the Board has 
asked the Nominating Committee to take 
into consideration as well, the occupa- 
tions of the various nominees so that the 
total composite Board will consist of a 
fair representation of all occupations 
among our supporting members. 

The Nominating Committee looks for- 
ward to receiving your nominations by 
March 15 so that Redeemer College can 
continue to have a Board of Governors 
which fairly represents its support 
community.

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Arts Festival to Feature Avison, Patterson 


There’s an air of excitement among 
members of the Arts Division at Redeemer 
College as they prepare for a spring arts 
festival planned for Friday, April 4. 
They've managed to attract several of 
Canada’s leading names in poetry and the 
visual arts, including poet Margaret 
Avison and artist Nancy-Lou Patterson. 

The day will begin with a drama pre- 
sentation in the morning, a one-act play 
entitled Trifles, by playwright Susan 
Glaspell. The play is a mystery set in the 
American midwest some time near the 
middle of the century. The central act of 
the play is a murder; the action of the 
play starts a day later, and shows how 
different people view the murder and 
those implicated in it. Glaspell poses a 
difficult question: should human loyalty 
ever transcend the law? The play is direc- 
ted by drama instructor Ray Louter and 
will be presented in the College gym- 
nasium. It promises to be an exciting 
theatrical experience. 


The afternoon features a poetry read- 
ing at 2:00 p.m. by Margaret Avison, one 
of Canada’s leading poets. Author of 
three books of poetry and winner of the 
Governor-General’s award, Avison exper- 
ienced a conversion to the Christian faith 
in 1963, an experience which deeply 
affected her subsequent writing. 

“We are very fortunate to be able to 
have her at Redeemer,” Hugh Cook, a 
member of the English Department, 
remarks. “Avison does not give many 
readings, and for her to consent to read at 
Redeemer College is a happy occasion for 
us.” Cook welcomes area Christian high 
schools to attend the reading. 

The evening shifts the focus to music 
and the visual arts. The Redeemer College 
choir, directed by music instructor Marian 
Van Til, will present a light concert. In 
addition, there will be a reception for all 
those people from the community who 
exhibited their art work at the College. 

The public will also have an oppor- 


tunity to meet two artists who will hold 
an exhibition of their work from March 6 
to April 9. Nancy-Lou Patterson, profes- 
sor of Fine Arts at Waterloo University, 
has created or designed some fifty works 
of liturgical art and architectural crafts- 
manship and has exhibited her paintings 
and drawings in numerous one-person 
and group exhibitions. Her exhibition at 
Redeemer College will consist of draw- 
ings she did for her Christian fantasy 
novel Apple Staff and Silver Crown. 

The second visual artist featured in 
the reception will be Susan D. Shantz, 
artist and lecturer, whose exhibition will 
display assemblages using craft tech- 
niques she learned as a child — knitting, 
crocheting and quilting — in combination 
with woodworking, painting and sculpture.

Campus Development 








In the January issue of Reflections we reported that we 
had achieved a total of 5.7 million dollars in equity, bonds, 
$12 million loans and pledges. By December 31, 1985 the figure was 5.9 

million primarily representing an increase in donations 
during the month of December. The graph at left shows the 
| $10 million current status. 
| We are also able to report that as a result of having 
achieved the above target, our bankers have now set in place 
$8 million all the necessary financing to complete the project. However, 
it must be understood that the bank’s financing is intended to 
be of a short-term nature and that all the financing must be 
$6 million replaced by members’ donations, RRSP’s, bonds and loans 
over the next four years. 

Redeemer College currently has $2.2 million outstanding 
in RRSP’s, bonds and loans and it requires a total of $8.2 
million. 

The cost of repayment over the 30-year life of the 
mortgage will not increase tuition or require an increased 
level of donations from our supporters.
